1. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) A method of treating a dermal condition 
comprising, 

a) applying a pressure ssnoitivo adhesiv e fr ee composition to a dermal structure 
comprising, hydrogol hydrophilic polvroer ^eiwork; at least one active agent; at least one 
humect ant and moisture content in the prooonro sensitiv e adhesiv e fr ee composition effective to 
create a diffusion gradient from between the pr e s s ur e sensitive adhoGiv e free composition to 
[[and]] a dermal structure, wherein moisture and the at least one active agent are [[is]] transferred 
by the diffusion gradient from the pressur e s e nsitive odhofliv e-free composition to the dermal 
structure so that when the prossuro sensitiv e adhosivo fr ee composition contacts is placed on a 
the dermal structure moisture from the pressur e s e nsitive odhos t ve - fr ee- composition ig provided 
to tho dermal structure, and the dermal structure is hydratod ; and wherein the at least one active 
ingr e di e nt agent comprises a weak organic acid in an amount offootivo to troat a condition of th e 
dermal otruoror e; and 

b) maintaining the preoouro sensitiv e adh e siv e fr ee composition at the dermal 
structure site for a sufficient amount of time so that an effective amount of the active agent is 
delivered-

3. (Withdrawn-Previously Presented) The method of Claim I, wherein the organic acid 
comprises citric acid. 

4. (Withdrawn- Previously Presented) The method of Claim 3, wherein the citric acid is in 
a concentration between 0.1 and 16%, between 4 and 16%, or between 6 and 12%.

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6. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) The method of Claim I, wherein the hydiog ol 
hydrophilic polymer network is made of natural or synthetic hydrophilic polymers, rubber, . 
collagen, animal hide, hyaluronic acid, dextran, alginates, cellulose, carboxymethycellulose, 
hydroxymethycelluiose, elastomers, polyethylenes, polypropylene^, polybutyrate, polyacrylate, 
polyacrylamide, polybuterate, polyurethane foara, silicone elastomer, nylon, vinyl or cross linked 
dextran. 

7. (Withdrawn- Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the humectant is 
glycerol. 

8. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition further comprises at 
least one attachment element. 

9. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition is 
an amorphous hydrogol hydrophilic polymer network . 

10. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition is a cream, salve, lotion, 
or emulsion. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A pres s ure go ms iti ve a d h es i ve fr ee composition comprising, 

a) a feydgegel hyfrophilic polymer network; 

b) at least one active agent; 

c) at least one humectant; and 

d) a moisture content in the pressur e sensitive adhesive froo composition effective to 
create a diffusion gradient from betw ee n the prOQGuro oonoitivo odhooive froe composition to 
[[and]] a dermal structure, wherein moisture and the at least one active agent [[is]] are transferred 
by the diffusion gradient from the ^6Swe-s< a nfliti VQ o d ho qi vc free composition to the dermal 
structure when the pressure sensitive adhesive free composition contacts is provided to the 
dermal structure so that when t he p r essure - sen s itiv e adhesive fr ee composition is provided to tho 
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etomial-- structure^ rooiGturo is provid e d to th e dermal otruoturo aad the* dermal- structur e is 
hydrat e d ; 

wherein the at least one active ingredient agent comprises a weak organic acid *a-aft 
amount eff e ctive to troat a condition of thfr d e rmal otruoturo . 

12. (Currently Amended) The pressur e s ensitiv e adhesive fre e composition of Claim 11, 
further comprising a moisture management system. 

13. (Currently Amended) The pressure oonmtivo ad h e si ve fre e composition of Claim 11, 
further comprising at least one attachment element. 

14. (Currently Amended) The proaouro floncitive adhesiv e- fr ee compo s ition of Claim 11, 
wherein the hydyog e l hydropftilic polymer network comprises natural or synthetic bydrophilic 
polymers, rubber, collagen, animal hide, hyaluronic acid, dextran, alginates, cellulose, 
carboxymethycejlulose, hydroxymethycellulose, elastomers, polyethylenes, polypropylenes, 
polybutyrate, polyacrylate, polyacrylamide, polybuterate, polyurethane foam, silicone elastomer, 
nylon, vinyl, or cross linked dextran. 

15. (Currently Amended) The pr e ssur e s e nsitiv e adh e siv e fr ee composition of Claim 11, 
wherein the at least one active agent comprises citric acid, sorbic acid, ascorbic acid, salicilic 
acid 7 tannic acid, succinic acid, lactic acid, pyruvic acid, alpha ketoglutaric acid, glutamic acid, 
acetic acid, butaric acid, salicylic acid, iodine, DMSO, azoie derivatives, undecylenic acid, tea 
tree oil, urea, selenium sulfide, resorcinol, ketoconazole, Clotrimazole, Terbinafine, Ciclopirox 
Diamine, Diflucan, anti-yeast compounds, antibacterial compounds, or antiviral compounds. 
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16. (Currently Amended) The prfl flou re - s e nsitivo odho oi vo fr ee composition of Claim 11 , 
wherein the humectant is an organic alcohol, glycerol, butanol, propanoi, isopropyl alcohol, 
ethanol, methanol, propylene glycol, polyethylene glycol, ethylene alcohol, butyl alcohol, 
sodium chloride, lithium chloride, copper chloride, magnesium chloride, magnesium sulfate, 
manganese sulphate, aluminum sulfate, zinc sulfate, or zinc chloride. 

17. (Currently Amended) The procure flQ ft sitivo adhosivo froo composition of Claim 11, 
wherein the moisture content of the composition is in a range of from 0.1% to 50% water.

21. (Currently Amended) The pressure Q pnoitivo adhesive - fr ee composition of Claim 11, 
wherein the citric acid is in a concentration of 0.1% to 16% w/w. 

22. (Currently Amended) A pr e ssur e o onsitive adhesiv e fre e composition, comprising: 

a) a fe ydrog e l fcydrophilic polymer network; 

b) at least one active agent; 

c) at least one humectant; and 

d) a moisture content in the pressure o ono i ti v o adho oi vo fr e e composition effective to 
create a diffusion gradient from besweea the pressure oonsitive adh e siv e fr ee composition to 
[[and]] a dermal structure, 

wherein moisture and the at least one active agent [[is]] are transferred from the preoouro 
Gonoitivo adhosivo froo composition to the dermal structure when the pr ess ur e s onoitivo adhooivo 
free-composition contacts io provided to the dermal structure, and wherein the at least one active 
ingredi e nt agent comprises a weak organic acid in a concentration of about 0.1% to about 16% 
w/w. 

23. (Currently Amended) The pr essure sensitive adhooivo froo composition of Claim 22, 
wherein weak organic acid is citric acid, and wherein the citric acid is in a concentration of about 
8% to about 16% w/w. 
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24. (Currently Amended) The p F as s uw-srosiriv e ■ adh e siv e- free composition of Claim 22, 
wherein the hydrogol hvdroohilic polvmer network is made of natural or synthetic hydrophilic 
polymers, rubber, collagen, animal hide, hyaluronic acid, dextran, alginates, cellulose, 
carboxymethycellulose, hydroxymethycellulose, elastomers, polyethylenes, poiypropylenes, 
polybutyrate, polyacrylate, polyacrylamide, polybuterate, polyurethane foam, silicone elastomer, 
nylon, vinyl or cross linked dextran. 
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
